The  Plum  likes  strong-  land,  but  succeeds  on 
dark  soils  and  almost  any  soil  that  is  made  rich. 
For  the  best  results  it  requires  thorough  and  high 
cultivation.  It  needs  spraying  to  insure  against 
leaf  diseases  and  the  trees  need  to  be  jarred  to 
protect  them  from  the  curculio.  So  many  careless 
and  indifferent  growers  will  always  neglect  these 
precautions  that  the  thorough  culturist  will  prac- 
tically have  a monopoly  of  the  market. 

There  are  a large  number  of  most  excellent 
plums  for  garden  culture,  but  which  are  not 
adapted  to  commercial  orchards.  The  market  re- 
quires early  and  late  ripening  kinds  to  command 
the  highest  prices.

Cantaloupe  seed  grown  in  Colorado  has,  beyond 
a doubt,  proven  to  be  the  best  seed  obtainable.  The 
climate  conditions  of  that  state  seem  to  suit  this 
purpose  better  than  other  states,  and  realizing  this 
fact  we  have  decided  to  add  a seed  department  to 
our  nursery  business,  and  to  give  our  customers 
the  best  seed  possible  to  be  obtained. 

We  have  our  seed  grown  under  contract  in  the 
state  of  Colorado.  No  melons  are  shipped  or  sold 
by  our  seed  producers,  and  nothing  but  first-class 
melons  are  used  for  seed. 

Quality  and  not  price  should  be  the  guide  in 
buying  seed.  One  of  the  most  important  factors 
in  the  production  of  a good,  marketable  crop  of 
cantaloupes  is  good  seed. 

Seed  saved  from  fields  grown  from  carefully- 
selected  stock  seed  is  the  best.  The  seed  should 
be  harvested  from  healthy  vines  during  the  early 
part  of  the  season,  from  fully-matured  melons  of 
perfect  shape,  uniform  size,  heavily-netted,  thick- 
fleshed  with  small  seed  cavity.  Seed  so  selected 
cannot  be  sold  at  a low  price.  During  the  period 
when  seed  should  be  saved  cantaloupes  generally 
bring  the  highest  prices  on  the  markets.  On  an 
average  a standard  crate  of  cantaloupes  will  cut 
about  a pound  of  seed.  Many  melons  that  will  do 
to  ship  cannot  be  saved  for  seed;  for  in  the  best- 
bred  strains  and  under  the  best  conditions  the 
melons  will  vary  in  size,  form  and  density  of 
netting.  From  the  best  seed  procurable  such 
variations  will  be  found,  but  the  better  the  grade 
the  smaller  the  per  cent  of  irregularities. 

Our  object  is  to  supply  those  who  appreciate  and 
want  the  best  seed  that  can  be  grown;  those 
wanting  cheap  grade  of  seed  will  have  to  buy 
elsewhere,  for  we  will  handle  nothing  but  the  best.
